The Cubana Airlines is owned 
by the government of Premier Fi­ 
del Castro which established reg­ 
ular Prague-Havana flight service 
last December.

Maria in the Azores and a re­ 
fueling stop here. 
The airline agent here is Pan 
American Airways, which placed 
the passengers in

hotels 
pending solution of the situation. 
Seven of the passengers were re­ 
ported to be Cubans, including a 
baby. The others were not identi­ 
fied. Rumors spread the other 
four were Russians.
